(/P) — The transparent canopy of 
the trainer jet plane slowly slid 
down and locked us in. Then with 
a roar the T-33 tore down the run- 
way at 110 miles an hour. 


The voice of Capt. Malcomb G. 


Armstrong of Portland, Ore., came 
through the earphones in my hel- 
met saying: You can fasten your 
oxygen mask now because we are 
going to climb up to 20,000 feet and 
then level off. If you get dizzy or 
feel faint just turn on more oxy- 
gen for yourself and do not touch 
that red button on the instrument 
panel or else the fuel tanks will 
fall off." 


Before he had finished talking 


the countryside below was begin- 
ning to look like a miniature gar- 
den. Armstrong waved his hand 
and pointed to the left.

Discoveries 
on Anemia to 
Aid Soldiers 


Salt Lake Cliy, Nov. 27 — <#> 


Discoveries about anemia by the 
college ot medicine 6f the Univer- 
sity of Utah should* case the recov- 
ery of the Gl wounded In Korc*(. 


This trouble is known as the 


anemia of Infection. It is common 
among most persons who are sick 
for mgrc than a month. In Korea 
the proportion s u b j e c t to this 
anemia Is the highest in Ameri 
can military history because the 
death rate from wounds is the low 
est. That leaves more men td take 
the slow rdad to recovery and to 
(ace 'anemia of infection. 


The anemia findings were 
de- 


scribed today by Dr. Maxwell M 
Wmtrobe, professor and head of 
the department of medicine. 


This ancrnia is lack of a 
full 


supply of Red blood 
corpuscles. 


Iron makes the red corpuscles. • In 
the anemia 
the Utah scientists 


found that iron was depleted in 
the plasma, the water-colored part 
of blood, 
Strangely enough, however, there 


was no. loss ot iron 
from 
the 


bo,dy. The iron that had been in 
the plasma merely had left theie 
and gpnc into storage. 


lorn was given to these patients, 


both by mouth and by injection di- 
rectly into the blood stream. When 
fed, the iron failed to go into the 
plasma, but went to storage. When 
injected directly into the blood and 
plasma,1 the iron promptly left for 
the storehouses, 


"No reason for this behavior' of 


iron was found. But it was dis- 
covered that the iron returned to 
the plasma 
automatically 
when- 


ever the infection was cured. 
This, Dr. Wintrobe said, charges 


sortie current methods of treating 
this kind of anemia. No medicine 
of any kind, not even the liver and 
vitamins which cure pernicious 
anemia, have any effect on this 
kind. The cure is to concentrate on 
getting'rid of the infection. 


Dr.i Wintipbe .'said it is doubtful 


that any good 'is done for
